During  the  year  work  was  started  on  the  building  of  five  flats  on  the 
Hill  Road  site,  these  flats  will  consist  of  a  separate  sitting  room,  bedroom, 
kitchen,  bathroom  and  lavatory,  and  the  elderly  persons  who  will  be  accommodated 
will  lead  a  completely  independent  life  but  at  the  same  time  will  be  able  to 
call  on  the  assistance  of  the  warden  when  necessary.

WATER  SUPFLT. 

Lyme  Regis  obtains  its  water  supply  from  the  East  Devon  Water  Board. 

The  Hartstongue  spring,  Pinhay,  has  a  capacity  of  500,000  gallons  per  day 
and  there  is  a  500,000  gallon  reservoir  at  Rousdon  providing  additional 
storage  for  the  area. 

In  addition,  to  guard  against  interruption  in  supplies  through  landslips 
at  the  Pinhay  source,  120,000  gallons  per  day  can  be  abstracted  from  the  River 
Axe,

DRAINAGE  AND ^SEWERAGE. 


Considerable  national  publicity  has  been  given  in  recent  years  to  sewage 
pollution  of  beaches  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  gave  consideration  during 
the  year  to  the  question  of  sewage  disposal.  In  July,  the  County  Public  Health 
Engineer  (Mr,  F.M.F.  King),  was  invited  to  a  special  meeting  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  to  explain  the  Electrolytic  Treatment  of  sewage  and  deal  with 
questions  about  this  new  process.  He  also  described  other  alternatives  for 
sewage  disposal  but  pointed  out  that  the  only  way  of  getting  accurate  information 
in  order  to  assess  the  present  situation  at  Lyme  Regis  was  to  obtain  a  detailed 
Engineering  Report. 
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Drainage  and  S ewera ge  continued . 

The  Public  Health  Committee  decided  to  ask  the  County  Council  whether 
they  would  authorise  the  County  Public  Health  Engineer  to  oarry  out  the 
necessary  investigations  and  prepare  a  feasibility  report  on  the  alternative- 
methods  of  sewage  disposal  which  the  Borough  Counoil  should 
consider  if  it  was  felt  that  the  existing  system  was  inadequate. 

In  September,  the  Borough  Council  were  informed  of  the  conditions  under 
which  the  County  Council  would  be  likely  to  make  the  County  Public  Health 
Engineer's  services  available,  and  these  were  duly  accepted.  Messrs  L.G. 
Mouohel  and  Partners,  are  providing  advice  and  the  investigations, which 
commenced  in  the  autumn,  will  it  is  hoped,  be  completed  in  the  summer  of  1 9^7 • 

Present  System^ 

The  developed  areas  of  the  town  are  on  the  water  borne  oarriage  system, 
largely  combined  soil  and  surface,  with  the  exception  of  the  post  war  housing 
estate  which  is  on  the  separate  system,  and  all  new  properties,  where 
practicable,  are  now  being  dealt  with  on  the  latter  system.  One  small  area, 
Mare  Lane,  is  dealt  with  by  a  septic  tank  and  filter.  The  Council's  seasonal 
Monmouth  beach  area  has  part  water  borne  system  and  part  Elsan,  the  latter 
being  collected  twice  weekly.  The  former  R.A.P,  recreation  building  was 
purchased  by  the  Council  in  1965  and  altered  to  provide  toilets,  showers  and 
washing  facilities  for  both  sexes,  replaced  the  Elsans  during  the  year. 

Over  two  thirds  of  the  drainage  of  the  town  is  received  and  discharged 
into  the  sea  below  low  water  mark  by  the  Eastern  outfall  (l8n  cast  iron  sewer) 
aoross  Broad  Ledge,  installed  in  1900. 

The  Cobb  area  is  dealt  with  by  a  9"  sewer  discharging  into  a  12"  cast 
iron  sewer  carried  out  beyond  low  water  mark  west  of  the  Cobb.  The  9n  portion 
of  this  sewer,  is  situated  in  the  movement  area  of  the  Cobb  Road,  and  requires 
constant  attention. 

Public  Lavatories. 

Accommodation  is  provided  for  both  sexes  in  six  blocks  at  the  Square, 
Marine  Parade,  Cobb  Harbour,  Monmouth  Beach,  Holmbush  car  park,  one  small 
block  for  men  at  the  Victoria  Pier,  and  also  a  small  block  at  the  Monmouth 
beach  for  the  use  of  the  Sandboy  huts  and  a  further  block  for  the  use  of  the 
caravans • 

Pollution  of  Rivers. 

No  serious  pollution  occurs  in  the  river  Lym  during  its  course  through 
the  Borough.

The  Regulations  apply  to  covered  and  uncovered  markets,  delivery 
vehicles,  motile  shops,  stalls  and  trading  in  the  open  generally.  They 
strengthen  the  present  food  hygiene  requirements  for  these  forms  of  trading 
and  revoke  or  supersede  the  corresponding  requirements  in  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  i960.  The  Regulations  cone  into  operation  on  1st. 
Janaury,  19^7  and  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  i960  will  not 
apply  after  that  date  to  food  businesses  subject  to  the  provisions  cf  the 
new  Regulations.

Milk  S  upply. 

Since  1 961  the  responsibility  for  the  issue  of  licences  for  the  use 
of  special  designation  in  connection  with  milk  was  transferred  from  the  Council 
to  the  Dorset  County  Council  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
i960.  The  County  Council  however,  have  continued  to  keep  this  Council  informed 
of  the  number  of  samples  taken.  19  samples  were  taken  16  passed  and  3  failed 
the  prescribed  test. 

Health  Education  and  Food  Hygiene^ 

It  is  impossible  for  standards  of  food  hygiene  to  be  maintained  only 
by  legislation.  Improvement  in  standards  will  be  obtained  by  increased 
awareness  of  food  hygiene  both  by  the  public  and  those  working  in  food  premises. 
A  film  show  on  food  hygiene  was  held  in  October  at  the  Three  Cups  Hotel  and 
was  attended  by  over  60  people  including  some  members  of  the  general  public, 
shop  keepers,  hoteliers  and  restaurateurs.  A  further  talk  was  given  to  the 
Master  Butcher's  Association  and  regular  talks  are  being  given  to  Domestic 
Science  classes  at  the  Woodroffe  School.

The  most  frequent  contravention  was  failure  to  provide  employed  staff 
with  the  prescribed  information  about  the_Aqi,_failure  to  register,  unsatisfactory 
first  aid  facilities,  washing  facilities,  sanitary  accommodation,  inadequately 
guarded  machinery,  and  the  cleanliness  and  decoration  of  premises. 

In  most  cases  the  persons  responsible  rectified  contraventions  when 
they  were  brought  to  their  attention,  but  in  a  small  number  of  instances 
compliance  has  proved  more  difficult  to  obtain.  In  one  case,  the  sanitary 
accommodation  and  washing  facilities  have  been  inadequate  since  the  coming 
into  operation  of  the  relevant  Regulations  on  1st.  J anaury ,  1966,  but  in  spite 
of  much  correspondence  the  owner  of  the  buildingLas  failed  to  comply,  and  legal 
proceedings  have  been  authorised.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  weekly  collection  is  made  of  household  and  trade  refuse  by  one  lorry, 
and  in  the  summer  additional  collections  are  made  in  the  business  areas  of 
the  town  as  required.  The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a  tip  on  the  cliffs 
east  of  the  town.  All  main  streets  are  swept  daily.  Gullies  are  cleared  on  the 
Borough  raods  by  the  Council  and  on  Classified  roads  by  the  County  Council. 
Litter  baskets  are  provided  in  parts  of  the  town  and  beaches. 

SCHOOLS. 

These  are  inspected  regularly;  all  have  piped  water,  water  closets  and 
washing  facilities. 
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SITSS% 

There  is  one  well  maintained  canping  ground  of  Tgf  acres  situated  on  the 
hilU.  to  the  north  of  the  town,  with  200  caravan  sites  licensed  for  summer  use 
only  and  winter  storage.  The  site  has  main  drainage  and  water  supply. 

On  the  Monmouth  beach,  owned  by  the  Council,  there  exists  a  cotal  of 
70  day  huts,  caravans  and  chalets  for  sunmer  use  only.  Water  is  supplied  by 
standpipes  at  various  points.  The  former  R.A.F.  recroation  building  was 
acquired  by  the  Council  and  converted  by  direct  labour  to  forn  a  new  block 
of  toilets  and  ablutions  to  the  Caravans  and  Control  of  Development  Act  standards. 
This  was  opened  for  the  Whitsun  holidays  and  provides  separate  male  and  female 
accommodation  totalling  15  water  closets,  10  washhandr basins,  6  showers  and 
3  laundry  sinks.  It  is  connected  to  the  main  sewer,  water  and  electricity 
services,  with  part  hot  water  supply  by  metered  gas.  Provision  of  this  block 
has  allowed  the  abolition  of  over  60  pail  closets. 


On  the  sane  beach  the  Council  own  and  let  28  residential  chalets,  all 
with  individual  main  services,  for  seasonal  letting.  Lavatory  accommodation 
is  provided  at  the  roar  in  a  separate  block  of  buildings  and  drains  to  the 
public  sewer. 

On  the  Monmouth  Plateau  there  are  19  caravans  each  with  a  gully  connected 
to  the  sewer,  a  standpipe  for  water  supply  for  every  pair  of  caravans  and  a 
block  of  toilets.
